Recovery Community Act (SIRCA) which is a bi-partisan bill that
Representative Kingsley will introduce during the upcoming fall legislative
session. The bill asks for 1.5 million from the state general fund to support
the nine recovery centers throughout the state and Recovery Idaho. Each
center would receive approximately $150,000 each. SIRCA has been based
on the Connecticut Community Addition Recovery model which has been
very successful.
